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ELECTION  LAW. 


AN  ACT 


Relating  to  tlie  Elections  of  tliis  Commonwealth.. 


I. - OF  THE  ELECTION  CF  INSPECTORS  OF  THE  GENERAL 

ELECTION. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of 
the  same ,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constable  or  consta-  inspectors 
bles,  of  each  township,  ward,  and  district,  at  least  ten  days  be-  election, 
fore  the  day  hereinafter  appointed  for  the  election  of  inspectors,  ^ °tTce alfl ^to 
to  give  public  notice,  by  six  or  more  printed  or  written  adver-  given’ 
tisements,  affixed  at  as  many  of  the  most  public  places  therein, 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  election. 

Section  2.  In  case  of  the  neglect,  refusal,  death,  or  absence  When  su- 
from  the  county,  of  the  constable  or  constables,  of  any  township,  pervisors  or 
ward,  or  district,  the  supervisors  of  the  township  or  district,  or  a?sessors  t0 
the  assessors  of  the  ward,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  perform  the  qce# 
duties  hereinbefore  required  to  be  done  by  such  constable  or  con¬ 
stables,  under  the  like  penalty  :  Provided,  That  the  said  super-  pr0viSo. 
visors  or  assessors  shall  not  be  required  to  give  more  than  five 
days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  for  holding  such  election. 

Section  3.  The  qualified  citizens  of  the  several  wards,  dis-  T 
tricts,  and  townships,  shall  meet  in  every  year,  at  the  time  and  wbgre  <!jec! 
place  of  holding  the  election  for  constable  of  such  ward,  district,  tion  for, 
or  township,  and  then  and  there  elect,  as  hereinafter  provided,  t0  be  held, 
two  inspectors  and  one  judge  of  elections. 

Section  4.  Each  of  such  qualified  citizens  shall  vote  for  one  Votes,  how 
person  as  judge,  and  also  for  one  person  as  inspector  of  elec-  tobegiven* 
tions,  and  the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for 
judge,  shall  be  publicly  declared  to  be  elected  judge;  and  the  Who  to  be 
two  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  inspectors,  declared 
shall,  in  like  manner,  be  declared  to  be  elected  inspectors  of electe(b 
elections. 

Section  5.  The  elections,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  opened  be¬ 
tween  the  hours  of  eight  and  ten  o’clock,  in  the  forenoon,  by  a  Elections, 
public  proclamation  thereof,  made  by  the  officers  appointed  to  when  to  be 
hold  the  same,  and  be  kept  open  until  seven  o’clock,  except  in  opene 
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the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  where  it  shall  be  kept  open 
until  eight  o’clock,  in  the  afternoon,  when  the  polls  shall  be 
closed,  the  number  of  votes  be  forthwith  ascertained,  and  the 
persons  highest  in  vote,  publicly  declared  to  be  elected. 

Section  6.  The  judges  of  the  elections,  within  the  limits  of 
their  respective  wards,  districts,  or  townships,  shall  have  power, 
and  are  hereby  required  to  decide  on  the  qualifications  of  any 
person  claiming  to  vote  at  any  election,  whenever  the  inspectors 
thereof  shall  disagree  upon  the  right  of  such  person  to  vote,  but 
not  otherwise  ;  and  the  inspectors  thereof  shall,  upon  such  de¬ 
cision,  forthwith  receive  or  reject  the  vote  of  such  person,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

Section  7.  Where  any  township  has  been,  or  shall  be 
divided,  in  forming  an  election  district,  the  qualified  citizens  of 
each  part  of  such  divided  township,  shall  severally  elect,  in  the 
manner  and  at  the  time  and  place  aforesaid,  two  inspectors  for 
each  of  said  several  election  districts,  and  shall  also  elect  one 
person  to  serve  as  judge  of  the  elections  in  each  district,  to  per¬ 
form  the  duties  enjoined  by  the  sixth  section  of  this  act. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors  and  judges 
of  such  election  to  make  out  duplicate  returns  of  all  the  votes 
given  at  such  election  for  inspectors  and  judge,  one  of  which 
shall,  with  the  tally  lists  and  lists  of  voters,  be  deposited  in  one 
of  the  ballot  boxes,  and  the  other  be  delivered  by  the  judge  of 
such  election,  within  five  days  thereafter,  to  the  prothonotary  of 
the  court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  proper  county,  to  be  filed  in 
his  office,  and  the  said  inspectors  and  judge,  shall  also  make  out 
a  certificate  of  election  for  each  person  chosen  as  an  inspector 
or  judge,  which  certificate  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  so 
chosen,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode  by  the  constable  of  the 
proper  ward,  district,  or  township,  within  five  days  after  such 
election. 

Section  9.  The  qualified  citizens  of  the  several  wards,  dis¬ 
tricts,  and  townships,  shall  meet  on  the  Friday  next  preceding 
the  second  Tuesday  in  October  next,  at  the  several  places  now 
prescribed  by  law  for  holding  the  ward,  district,  and  township 
elections,  and  each  of  said  qualified  citizens  shall  vote  by  ballot, 
for  one  person  as  judge,  and  also  for  one  person  as  inspector  of 
election,  and  the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for 
judge  shall  be  publicly  declared  to  be  the  judge  of  elections,  and 
the  two  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  in¬ 
spector  shall  be  publicly  declared  to  be  inspectors  of  election. 
But  when  any  township  has  been  or  shall  be  divided  in  forming 
an  election  district,  judges  and  inspectors  of  the  election  shall  be 
chosen  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  seventh  section  of  this 
act. 

Section.  10.  The  inspectors  and  judges  so  elected  shall  hold 
the  general  election  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  October  next, 
and  also  the  township  elections  on  the  third  Friday  in  March 
next,  pursuant  to  the  general  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall 
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take  the  same  oaths,  perform  the  same  duties,  and  be  subject  to 
the  same  penalties,  as  is  therein  prescribed. 

Section  11.  The  election  of  said  inspectors  and  judges  shall  How  e]ec_ 
be  conducted  by  the  officers  now  required  by  law  to  hold  the  tionsof  in_ 
elections  for  inspectors  and  assessors  in  the  several  townships  of  spectors, 
this  commonwealth,  and  the  same  shall  be  conducted  in  the  man-  &c.,  to  be 
ner  now  prescribed  by  law,  except  so  far  as  is  otherwise  herein  ^oSober 
specifically  directed,  and  the  officers-  for  holding  the  general  elec-  next> 
tions  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  several  incorporated  dis¬ 
tricts  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  shall  act  as  officers  in  conduct¬ 
ing  said  election  for  judges  and  inspectors,  in  their  several  wards, 
districts,  and  townships. 

Section  12.  The  qualified  voters  shall  also,  then  and  there,  Assessors 
elect  one  person  as  assessor  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  assessor 
and  assistant  assessors,  shall  thereafter  be  elected  at  the  time  and  gQrs  wheu 
places  fixed  by  law  for  holding  the  elections  for  constable.  to  be  elect¬ 

ed. 

II - PROVISIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  GENERAL  ELECTIONS. 


Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  every  county  ^T°tice  °f 
to  give  notice  of  the  general  elections,  by  advertisements  posted 
up  in  the  most  public  places  in  every  election  district,  or  by  pub-  h0w  to  be 
lication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  the  county,  at  least  twenty  given, 
davs  before  the  election,  and  in  every  such  advertisement  he 
shall — 

I.  Enumerate  the  officers  to  be  elected.  Forms. 

II.  Designate  the  place  at  which  the  election  is  to  be  held. 

III.  He  shall  give  notice  that  every  person,  excepting  justices 
of  the  peace,  who  shall  hold  any  office  or  appointment 
of  profit  or  trust  under  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  state,  or  of  any  city  or  incorporated  dis¬ 
trict,  whether  a  commissioned  officer  or  otherwise,  a  su¬ 
bordinate  officer  or  agent,  who  is,  or  shall  be,  employed 
under  the  legislative,  executive,  or  judiciary  department 
of  this  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  city  or 
incorporated  district,  and  also  that  every  member  of  con-  Description 
gress,  and  of  the  state  legislature,  and  of  the  select  °^.  °®cers 
and  common  council  of  any  city,  or  commissioners  of  any  not  pe  J 
incorporated  district,  is  by  law,  incapable  of  holding  or  judges,  in- 
exercising,  at  the  same  time,  the  office  or  appointment  of  spectors  or 
judge,  inspector,  or  clerk  of  any  election  of  this  com-  officers  of 
monwealth,  and  that  no  inspector,  judge,  or  other  officer  elections 
of  any  such  election,  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  to  be  when  not 
then  voted  for.

Section  14.  The  general,  special,  city,  incorporated,  district,  What  elec- 
and  township  elections,  and  all  elections  for  electors  of  president  conducted 
and  vice-president  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  held  and  con-  by  the  in¬ 
ducted  by  the  inspectors  and  judges,  elected  as  aforesaid,  and  by  spectors, 
clerks  appointed  as  is  hereinafter  provided.  and  judges. 

Section  15.  The  inspectors  and  judges,  chosen  as  aforesaid,  Tim?  of 
shall  meet  at  the  respective  places  appointed  for  holding  the  elec-  ^cers^otf 
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lion  in  the  district  to  which  they  respectively  belong,  before  nine 
o’clock  in  the  morning  of  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  in  each 
and  every  year,  and  each  of  said  inspectors  shall  appoint  one 
clerk,  who  shall  be  a  qualified  voter  of  such  district. 

Section  16.  In  case  the  person  who  shall  have  received  the 
second  highest  number  of  votes  for  inspector,  shall  not  attend 
on  the  day  of  any  election,  then  the  person  who  shall  have  re¬ 
ceived  the  second  highest  number  of  votes  for  judge  at  the  next 
preceding  election,  shall  act  as  an  inspector  in  his  place.  And  in 
case  the  person  who  shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  inspector  shall  not  attend,  the  person  elected  judge  shall 
appoint  an  inspector  in  his  place  ;  and  in  case  the  person  elected 
a  judge  shall  not  attend,  then  the  inspector  who  received  the 
highest  number  of  votes  shall  appoint  a  judge  in  his  place  ;  and 
if  any  vacancy  shall  continue  in  the  board  for  the  space  of  one 
hour  after  the  time  fixed  by  law  for  the  opening  of  the  election,  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  township,  ward,  or  district,  for  which  such 
officer  shall  have  been  elected,  present  at  the  place  of  election, 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Section  17.  In  case  any  clerk,  appointed  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  act,  shall  neglect  to  attend  at  any  election  during  said 
year,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  who  appointed  said 
clerk,  (or  of  the  person  filling  the  place  of  such  inspector,)  to 
forthwith  appoint  a  suitable  person  as  clerk,  qualified  as  aforesaid, 
who  shall  perform  said  duties  for  the  year. 

Section  18.  The  inspectors,  judges,  and  clerks,  aforesaid, 
shall,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  offices,  severally  take 
and  subscribe  the  oath  or  affirmation  hereinafter  directed,  which 
shall  be  administered  to  them  by  any  judge,  alderman,  or  justice 
of  the  peace,  but  if  no  such  magistrate  be  present,  one  of  the 
inspectors  of  the  election  shall  administer  the  oath  or  affirmation 
to  the  other  judge  and  inspector,  and  then  the  inspector  so  quali¬ 
fied  shall  administer  the  oath  or  affirmation  to  him. 

Section  19.  The  following  shall  be  the  form  of  the  oath  or 
affirmation  to  be  taken  by  each  inspector,  viz  : 

“  1  (A.  B.)  do  that  I  will  duly  attend 

to  the  ensuing  election  during  the  continuance  thereof,  as  an  in¬ 
spector,  and  that  1  will  not  receive  any  ticket  or  vote  from  any 
person,  other  than  such  as  I  shall  firmly  believe  to  be,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  this  com¬ 
monwealth,  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election,  without  requiring 
such  evidence  of  the  right  to  vote  as  is  directed  by  law,  nor  will 
I  vexatiously  delay  or  refuse  to  receive  any  vote  from  any  per¬ 
son  who  I  shall  believe  to  be  entitled  to  vote,  as  aforesaid,  but 
that  I  will  in  all  things  truly,  impartially,  and  faithfully  perform 
my  duty  therein,  to  the  best  of  my  judgment  and  abilities,  and 
that  I  am  not  directly  nor  indirectly,  interested  in  any  bet  or 
wager  on  the  result  of  this  election.” 

Section«20.  The  following  shall  be  the  oath  or  affirmation  of 
each  judge,  viz  : 
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“  I  (A.  B.)  do  that  I  will,  as  judge,  duly 

attend  the  ensuing  election  during  the  continuance  thereof,  and  Qath  of 
faithfully  assist  the  inspectors  in  carrying  on  the  same;  that  I  judges, 
will  not  give  my  consent  that  any  vote  or  ticket  shall  be  received 
from  any  person  other  than  such  as  I  firmly  believe  to  be,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  com¬ 
monwealth,  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election,  without  requiring 
such  evidence  of  the  right  to  vote  as  is  directed  by  law,  and  that 
I  will  use  my  best  endeavours  to  prevent  any  fraud,  deceit,  or 
abuse,  in  carrying  on  the  same  by  citizens  qualified  to  vote,  or 
others,  and  that  1  will  make  a  true  and  perfect  return  of  the 
said  election,  and  will  in  all  things  truly,  impartially,  and  faith¬ 
fully  perform  my  duty  respecting  the  same,  to  the  best  of  my 
judgment  and  abilities,  and  that  I  am  not  directly  or  indirectly  in¬ 
terested  in  any  bet  or  wager  on  the  result  of  this  election.” 

Section  21.  The  following  shall  be  the  form  of  the  oath  or 
affirmation  to  be  taken  by  each  clerk,  viz  : 

“I  (A.  B.)  do  that  I  will  impartially  and  Oath  of 

truly  write  down  the  name  of  each  elector  who  shall  vote  at  the  clerks, 
ensuing  election,  which  shall  be  given  me  in  charge,  and  also 
the  name  of  the  township,  ward,  or  district,  wherein  such  elector 
resides,  and  carefully  and  truly  write  down  the  number  of  votes 
that  shall  be  given  for  each  candidate  at  the  election,  as  often  as 
his  name  shall  be  read  to  me  by  the  inspectors  thereof,  and  in 
all  things  truly  and  faithfully  perform  my  duty  respecting  the 
same,  to  the  best  of  my  judgment  and  ability  ;  and  that  I  am  not 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  bet  or  wager  on  the  result 
of  this  election.” 

Section  22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerks,  forthwith,  Two  copies 
to  make  out  two  copies  of  the  forms  of  each  of  the  said  oaths  or  of  oaths  to 
affirmations,  which  shall  be  severally  subscribed  by  each  of  the  ^nd'certifi 
inspectors,  judges,  and  clerks,  and  the  said  oaths  or  affirmations  ej 
shall  be  certified  under  the  hands  of  the  persons  by  whom  they 
shall  be  administered. 


Ill - ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESEN¬ 

TATIVES  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Section  23.  The  election  of  representatives  of  the  people  of 
this  commonwealth  in  the  congress  of  the  United  States,  shall 
take  place  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  October,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  and  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
October,  in  every  second  year  thereafter,  at  the  places  appointed 
by  law  for  holding  the  general  elections. 

Section  24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriffs  of  the  several 
counties,  to  give  notice  of  such  election  in  the  manner  hereinbe¬ 
fore  required  in  the  case  of  the  general  elections. 

Section  25.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor,  on  the  re¬ 
ceipt  of  the  returns  of  the  election  of  members  of  the  house  of 
representatives  of  the  United  States,  as  aforesaid,  by  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  commonwealth,  to  declare  by  proclamation  the  names

of  the  persons  so  returned  as  elected  in  the  respective  districts, 
and  he  shall  also,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  thereafter, 
transmit  the  returns  so  made  to  the  house  of  representatives  of 
the  United  States. 

IV - ELECTIONS  OF  ELECTORS  OF  PRESIDENT  AND  VICE 

PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Section  26.  The  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  qualified  as 
is  herein  provided,  shall  at  their  several  places  of  election,  on  the 
fifth  Friday  preceding  the  first  Wednesday  in  December,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  and  on  the  same  Fri¬ 
day  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  elect  a  sufficient  number  of 
persons  to  be  electors  of  a  president  and  vice  president  of  the 
United  States. 

Section  27.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  the  respec¬ 
tive  counties,  to  give  like  notice  of  such  election  as  is  herein¬ 
before  required  of  the  election  of  members  of  the  general  as¬ 
sembly. 

Section  28.  At  every  such  election  every  qualified  citizen 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  by  delivering  to  the  proper  officer  a 
written  or  printed  ticket,  containing  the  names  of  a  number  of 
persons  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  senators  and  representa¬ 
tives,  to  which  this  state  may  be  entitled  in  the  congress  of  the 
United  States. 

Section  29.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  com¬ 
monwealth,  on  receiving  the  returns  of  the  election  of  electors, 
as  hereinafter  directed,  to  lay  them  before  the  governor,  who 
shall  enumerate  and  ascertain  the  number  of  votes  given  for  each 
person  so  voted  for,  and  shall  thereupon  declare,  by  proclama¬ 
tion,  the  names  of  the  persons  duly  elected,  and  shall  cause  a 
notification  of  his  election  to  be  delivered  to  each  person  so 
chosen,  on  or  before  the  last  Wednesday  in  the  month  of  No¬ 
vember,  next  after  such  election. 

Section  30.  The  electors  chosen,  as  aforesaid,  shall  assem¬ 
ble  at  the  seat  of  government  of  this  commonwealth,  at  twelve 
o’clock  of  the  day  which  is,  or  may  be,  directed  by  the  congress 
of  the  United  States,  and  shall  then  and  there  perform  the  duties 
enjoined  upon  them  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States. 

Section  31.  If  any  such  elector  shall  die,  or  from  any  cause 
fail  to  attend  at  the  seat  of  government,  at  the  time  appointed 
by  law,  the  electors  present  shall  proceed  to  choose,  viva  voce , 
a  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  thereby,  and  immediately 
after  such  choice,  the  name  of  the  person  so  chosen  shall  be 
transmitted  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  college  to  the  go¬ 
vernor,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  forthwith  to  cause  notice  in 
writing  to  be  given  to  such  person  of  his  election,  and  the 
person  so  elected  (and  not  the  person  in  whose  place  he  shall 
have  been  chosen)  shall  be  an  elector,  and  shall,  with  the  other 
electors,  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them,  as  aforesaid. 
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Section  32.  Every  elector  aforesaid  shall  receive  from  the  Pay  of  elec- 
state  treasury,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  every  day  spent  in  an^  in¬ 
travelling  to,  remaining  at,  and  returning  from  the  place  of  pen^of* 
meeting  aforesaid.  And  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  elec-  college, 
toral  college,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  in  amount,  shall  like¬ 
wise  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer,  in  both  cases,  upon  warrants 
drawn  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  college. 

Section  33.  In  the  event  of  an  election  of  president  and  vice-  pr0Ceed- 
president  taking  place  at  any  other  period  than  that  mentioned  ings  if  elec- 
in  this  act,  the  election  of  electors  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  held,  F®- 

conducted,  and  concluded,  as  is  hereinbefore  provided. 

V. - ELECTION  TO  SUPPLY  VACANCIES. 

1. — In  the  Office  of  Governor. 

Section  34.  In  case  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Vacancies 
governor  of  this  commonwealth  more  than  three  calendar  months  in  the  office 
next  preceding  the  second  Tuesday  in  October,  in  any  year,  it  ^gr„0or  how 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  speaker  of  the  senate,  or  whoever  shall  SUppHed. 
be  in  the  exercise  or  the  office  of  governor,  to  issue  his  writs  to 
the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties,  requiring  them  to  give  the 
usual  notice  that  an  election  to  supply  such  vacancy  will  take 
place  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  October  next,  thereafter,  and 
when  such  vacancy  occurs  within  three  calendar  months  before 
the  second  Tuesday  in  October,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
speaker  of  the  senate,  or  whoever  shall  be  in  the  exercise  of  the 
office  of  governor,  to  issue  his  writs,  as  aforesaid,  requiring 
notice  of  such  election  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  October  next, 
after  the  issuing  of  said  writ,  and  in  each  case  said  writ  shall 
issue  at  least  three  calendar  months  before  the  election.

2. — In  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth 

Section  35.  Every  writ  which  shall  be  issued  by  the  speaker 
of  either  house  of  the  legislature,  in  pursuance  of  the  constitu¬ 
tion  of  this  commonwealth,  to  supply  a  vacancy  in  such  house, 
shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  sheriffs  of  the  proper  county 
or  counties,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  particularly  express 
the  day  on  which  the  election  shall  be  held  to  supply  such 
vacancy.  If  such  writ  shall  be  issued  by  the  speaker  of  the 
senate  during  the  recess  of  the  legislature,  he  shall,  except  as  is 
hereinafter  provided,  direct  the  election  to  be  held  at  the  time 
appointed  for  holding  the  general  elections. 

Section  36.  If  such  vacancy  shall  happen  during  the  session 
of  the  legislature,  or  if  the  members  shall  be  required  by  their 
own  adjournment,  or  by  the  governor,  to  meet  at  some  time  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  next  general  election,  the  speaker  issuing  the  writ, 
shall  appoint  a  time  as  early  as  may  be  convenient,  not  exceed¬ 
ing  thirty  days  thereafter,  for  holding  such  election.  But  if  the

Section  39.  Every  writ  which  shall  be  issued  by  the  governor 
of  this  commonwealth,  in  pursuance  of  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  to  supply  a  vacancy  in  the  representation  of  the 
people  of  this  commonwealth  in  the  house  of  representatives  of 
the  United  States,  shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county 
or  counties  composing  the  congressional  district,  and  shall  parti¬ 
cularly  express  the  day  on  which  the  election  shall  be  held  to 
supply  such  vacancy. 

Section  40.  If  such  vacancy  shall  happen  during  the  session 
of  congress,  or  if  congress  shall  be  required  to  meet  at  some 
time  previous  to  the  next  general  election,  the  governor  shall 
appoint  a  time  as  early  as  may  be  convenient,  for  holding  such 
election,  otherwise  he  shall  direct  the  election  to  be  held  at  the 
time  appointed  for  holding  the  general  elections. 

Section  41.  Every  writ  for  holding  a  special  election,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  sheriff  to  whom  the  same  may

VII.-— OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  TOWNSHIP  OFFICERS. 

Section  51.  The  elections  for  assessors  in  the  several  town¬ 
ships,  wards,  and  districts  in  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  held 
and  conducted  under  the  same  regulations  as  are  hereinbefore 
provided. 

Section  52.  The  election  for  all  other  township  officers  au¬ 
thorized  by  law,  shall  take  place  as  follows  :  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  constable  of  every  township,  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
day  appointed  by  law  for  the  election  of  the  said  township 
officers,  to  give  public  notice  by  ten  or  more  printed  or  written 
advertisements,  affixed  at  as  many  of  the  most  public  places 
therein,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  election. 

Section  53.  The  election  for  the  said  township  officers  shall 
be  held  during  the  same  hours,  and  by  the  persons  appointed  to 
hold  the  election  of  inspectors  and  assessors,  on  the  third  Friday 
in  March,  of  every  year,  except  in  the  counties  of  Bradford, 
Susquehanna,  Potter,  M’Kean,  Clearfield,  Lycoming,  Wayne, 
and  Pike,  the  township  elections  of  which  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Friday  in  February  of  every  year. 

Section  54.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  inspectors  and 
judge  to  make  out  a  certificate  of  the  election  of  each  township 
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officer  aforesaid,  which  shall  be  signed  by  them  and  delivered  to  Certificates 
the  constable  of  the  proper  ward,  district,  or  township,  and  by  howTo  be1’ 
him  delivered  to  the  said  officer,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  maje  anj 
abode,  within  six  days  thereafter.  delivered.

Section  58.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  assessors,  on  or  be¬ 
fore  the  first  day  of  August,  in  each  year,  to  cause  at  least  one 
copy  of  the  said  alphabetical  list  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  to  be 
posted  up  at  the  place  where  any  coming  election  is  to  be  held, 
and  at  such  other  places  within  such  ward,  district,  or  township, 
as  the  commissioners  of  said  county  may  think  necessary,  to 
afford  to  the  inhabitants  thereof  an  opportunity  of  freely  exam¬ 
ining  the  same,  and  they  shall  further  keep  copies  of  the  said 
returns  in  their  office  or  possession,  subject  at  all  reasonable 
times,  to  the  inspection  of  any  person,  without  charge,  and 
shall  at  any  time,  ten  days  before  the  election,  on  the  application 
of  any  person  claiming  to  be  assessed  within  their  proper  ward, 
district,  or  township,  or  claiming  aright  to  vote  therein  as  being 
between  the  age  of  twenty-one  and  twenty-two  years,  and 
having  resided  in  the  state  one  year,  enter  the  name  of  such 
person  upon  the  said  return.  The  said  assessors,  on  the  ninth 
day  preceding  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  in  each  year, 
shall  sign  and  certify  the  return  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  and 
qualified  voters  residing  within  their  respective  wards,  districts, 
and  townships,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  county  commis¬ 
sioners,  to  be  by  them  held  and  handed  over,  without  addition 
or  alteration,  to  the  inspectors  of  the  elections  at  the  time 
required  by  law. 

Section  59.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  assessors,  respec¬ 
tively,  to  attend  at  the  place  of  holding  every  general,  special, 
or  township  election,  during  the  whole  time  said  election  is  kept 
open,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  information  to  the  inspectors 
and  judge,  when  called  on,  in  relation  to  the  right  of  any  per¬ 
son  assessed  by  them  to  vote  at  such  election,  or  such  other 
matters  in  relation  to  the  assessment  or  voters,  as  the  said 
inspectors  or  judge,  or  either  of  them,  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
require,  for  which  attendance  said  assessor  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  day,  to  be  paid  as  officers  of  election 
are  paid  by  law,  and  when  the  township  is  divided  for  which 
said  assessor  is  elected,  he  shall  attend  at  the  election  district  in 
which  he  resides  and  is  entitled  to  vote. 

VIII. - GENERAL  PROVISIONS  RELATING  TO  ELECTIONS  BY  THE 

CITIZENS. 

Section  60.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of 
every  county  to  cause  to  be  delivered  to  one  of  the  inspectors  of 
every  election  district  in  the  county,  on  or  before  eight  of  the 
clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day  of  election,  an  alphabetical  list 
,  of  the  names  and  surnames  of  all  the  white  male  taxable  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  each  ward,  township,  or  portion  of  a  township  (if  the 
same  shall  be  divided  in  such  election  district)  within  the  same, 
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who  shall  have  been  assessed  for  a  state  or  county  tax  at  least 
ten  days  before  that  day ;  and  also  a  sufficient  number  of  boxes 
for  containing  the  tickets,  and  of  blank  forms  and  returns  made 
out  in  a  proper  manner,  and  headed  as  the  nature  of  the  elec¬ 
tion  may  require. 

Section  61.  Every  general  and  special  election  shall  be 
opened  between  the  hours  of  eight  and  ten  in  the  forenoon,  and 
shall  continue  without  interruption  or  adjournment  until  seven 
o’clock  in  the  evening,  when  the  polls  shall  be  closed,  except  in 
the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  the  polls  shall  not  be  closed 
before  ten  o’clock  in  the  evening. 

Section  62.  The  inspectors  shall  be  placed  so  as  most  con¬ 
veniently  to  receive  the  tickets  of  the  electors,  and  over  or  near 
to  the  door,  window,  or  other  place  at  which  the  tickets  are 
received,  the  name  of  the  township,  ward,  or  district,  whose 
inspectors  shall  be  there  placed,  shall  be  written  or  printed  in 
legible  characters,  so  that  the  electors  may  readily  find  the 
inspectors  to  whom  their  tickets  are  to  be  delivered. 

Section  63.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  at  any  elec¬ 
tion,  as  aforesaid,  other  than  a  white  freeman  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  or  more,  who  shall  have  resided  in  this 
state  at  least  one  year,  and  in  the  election  district  where  he 
offers  to  vote,  at  least  ten  days  immediately  preceding  such  elec¬ 
tion,  and  within  two  years  paid  a  state  or  county  tax,  which 
shall  have  been  assessed  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election. 
But  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  had  previously  been  a 
qualified  voter  of  this  state,  and  removed  therefrom  and  returned, 
and  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  election  district  and  paid 
taxes,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  after  residing  in  this 
state  six  months  :  Provided ,  That  the  white  freemen,  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and 
twenty-two  years,  and  having  resided  in  this  state  one  year,  and 
in  the  election  district  ten  days,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote,  although  they  shall  not  have  paid  taxes. 

Section  64.  Every  person  claiming  a  right  to  vote  at  any 
election,  as  aforesaid,  shall,  if  required  by  either  of  the  inspec¬ 
tors,  make  proof : 

1.  That  he  is  a  natural  born  citizen  of  this  commonwealth, 
or 

II.  That  he  was  settled  therein  on  the  twenty-eighth  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-six,  and 
has  since  continued  to  reside  therein,  or 

III.  That  having  been  a  foreigner,  who  since  that  time  came 
to  settle  therein,  he  took  an  oath  or  affirmation  of  alle¬ 
giance  to  the  same,  on  or  before  the  twenty-sixth  of  March, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety, 
agreeably  to  the  then  existing  constitution  and  laws,  and 
as  evidence  of  any  of  the  said  facts,  the  oath  or  affirma¬ 
tion  of  such  person  shall  be  sufficient,  or 
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IV.  That  he  is  a  natural  born  citizen  of  some  other  of  the 
United  States,  or  had  been  lawfully  admitted  or  recog¬ 
nized  as  a  citizen  thereof,  on  or  before  the  twenty-sixth 
day  of  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety, 
and  as  evidence  thereof  he  shall,  if  required  by  any  judge 
or  inspector  of  the  election,  produce  a  certificate  in  due 
form  from  some  judge,  prothonotary,  or  clerk  of  a  court, 
mayor,  alderman,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  or  shall  be  ex¬ 
amined  on  his  oath  or  affirmation,  or 

V.  That  having  been  an  alien,  he  has  been  naturalized  con¬ 
formably  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  as  the  only 
evidence  thereof,  he  shall  produce  a  certificate  thereof 
under  the  seal  of  the  court  where  such  naturalization  took 
place,  except  where  such  person  shall  have  resided  in  said 
ward,  district  or  township,  for  ten  years  or  upwards  next 
preceding  such  application  to  vote,  in  which  case  the  oath 
of  such  applicant  shall  be  prima  facia  evidence  of  natura¬ 
lization. 

Section  65.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  vote,  whose  name 
is  not  contained  in  the  list  of  taxable  inhabitants  furnished  by  the 
commissioners,  as  aforesaid,  unless,  First :  He  produce  a  receipt 
for  the  payment,  within  two  years,  of  a  state  or  county  tax,  as¬ 
sessed  agreeably  to  the  constitution,  and  give  satisfactory  evi¬ 
dence,  either  on  his  own  oath  or  affirmation,  or  the  oath  or  affir¬ 
mation  of  another,  that  he  has  paid  such  a  tax,  or  on  failure  to 
produce  a  receipt,  shall  make  oath  to  the  payment  thereof,  or 
Second  :  If  he  claiqp  a  right  to  vote  by  being  an  elector  between 
the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  twenty-two  years,  he  shall  depose  on 
oath  or  affirmation,  that  he  has  resided  in  the  state  at  least  one 
year  next  before  his  application,  and  make  such  proof  of  residence 
in  the  district  as  is  required  by  this  act,  and  that  he  does  verily 
believe  from  the  accounts  given  him,  that  he  is  of  the  age  afore¬ 
said,  and  give  such  other  evidence  as  is  required  by  this  act, 
whereupon  the  name  of  the  person  so  admitted  to  vote  shall  be

In  all  cases  where  the  name  of  the  person  claim¬ 
ing  to  vote  is  not  found  on  the  list  furnished  by  the  commis¬ 
sioners  and  assessor,  or  his  right  to  vote  whether  found  thereon 
or  not  is  objected  to  by  any  qualified  citizen,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  inspectors  to  examine  such  person  on  oath  as  to  his  quali¬ 
fications,  and  if  he  claims  to  have  resided  within  the  state  for 
one  year  or  more,  his  oath  shall  be  sufficient  proof  thereof, 
but  he  shall  make  proof  by  at  least  one  competent  witness,  who

Section  73.  If  upon  opening  any  ticket,  as  aforesaid,  there 
be  found  any  more  names  written  or  printed  on  any  of  them 
than  there  ought  to  be,  or  if  any  two  or  more  such  papers  be 
deceitfully  folded  together,  such  tickets  shall  be  rejected,  and 
not  counted  among  the  votes,  but  no  ticket  shall  be  rejected  by 
reason  of  its  containing  fewer  names  than  the  proper  number. 

Section  74.  As  soon  as  the  election  shall  be  finished,  the 
tickets,  list  of  taxables,  one  of  the  lists  of  voters,  the  tally 
papers,  and  one  of  the  certificates  of  the  oath  or  affirmation 
taken  and  subscribed  by  the  inspectors,  judges,  and  clerks,  shall 
all  be  carefully  collected  and  deposited  in  one  or  more  of  the 
ballot  boxes,  and  such  box  or  boxes,  being  closely  bound  round 
with  tape,  shall  be  sealed  by  the  inspectors  and  judge  of  the 
election,  and  together  with  the  remaining  ballot  boxes,  shall, 
within  one  day  thereafter,  be  delivered  by  one  of  the  inspectors, 
to  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  keep  such  boxes 
containing  the  tickets  and  other  documents,  to  answer  the  call  of 
any  persons  or  tribunal  authorized  to  try  the  merits  of  such 
election,  and  the  other  list  of  voters,  tally  papers  and  certificates,

that  the  election  for  such  city,  borough,  town,  or  district,  will  be  holding 
held  at  such  place  within  the  limits,  or  in  the  neighborhood  of  e*ect*ons* 
the  same,  as  he,  the  governor,  may  judge  most  safe  and  conve¬ 
nient,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  sheriff*  to  give  public  notice 
of  such  place,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  required,  at  least  seven 
days  before  the  day  of  election,  under  the  same  penalty  as  is 
hereinafter  provided. 

Section  95.  No  body  of  troops  in  the  army  of  the  United  No  U.  S. 
States,  or  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  present,  either  armed  troops  to  be 
or  unarmed,  at  any  place  of  election  within  this  commonwealth,  l’re*ent  at 
during  the  time  of  such  election:  Provided,  That  nothing  proviso. 
herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  officer 
or  soldier  from  exercising  the  right  of  suffrage  in  the  election 
district  to  which  he  may  belong,  if  otherwise  qualified  accord¬ 
ing  to  law. 

Section  96.  In  all  cases  where  a  sheriff*  is  directed  to  per-  When  she- 
form  any  duty  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  said  sheriff*  is  riff  s  duty 
absent  from  the  district,  or  there  is  any  vacancy  in  said  office,  *jb* 
the  duty  directed  to  be  performed  by  the  sheriff*,  shall  be  done  coroner.  ^ 
and  performed  by  the  coroner  of  the  proper  county,  who  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  subject  to  like  penalties. 

Section  97.  If  the  constables  or  supervisors  of  any  town-  Penalty  on

Section  98.  If  the  commissioners  of  any  county  shall  wil¬ 
fully  omit  to  insert  in  the  list  of  taxables,  delivered  by  them  to 
the  inspectors,  as  before  directed,  the  name  of  any  person  duly 
assessed  and  returned  to  them  by  the  assessor,  they  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined,  and  severally  pay  any  sum  not  less 
than  fiftv,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  99.  If  any  person  elected  to  serve  as  inspector  or 
judge  as  aforesaid,  and  having  received  due  notice  thereof, 
shall  neglect,  or  without  good  cause,  refuse  to  attend  on  the 
day  of  election  at  the  time  appointed  by  law,  he  shall  in  every 
such  case  forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

Section  100.  If  any  inspector,  judge,  or  clerk,  as  aforesaid, 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  upon  himself  the  duties  of  such 
office,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  or  having 
entered  upon  the  same,  shall  afterwards  neglect  or  refuse  to 
perform  the  duties  thereof  according  to  law,  he  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

Section  101.  If  any  inspector,  judge,  or  clerk,  of  an  elec¬ 
tion,  shall  presume  to  act  in  such  capacity  before  taking  and 
subscribing  the  oath  required  by  this  act,  he  shall,  on  conviction, 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  fifty,  nor  more  than  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars. 

Section  102.  If  any  inspector,  judge,  or  clerk,  as  afore¬ 
said,  shall  be  convicted  of  any  wilful  fraud  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties,  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  undergo  an  imprisonment 
for  any  term  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than  twelve  months, 
and  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  be  for  seven  years 
thereafter  disabled  from  holding  any  office  of  honour,  trust,  or 
profit  in  this  commonwealth,  and  shall,  moreover,  be  disabled  for 
the  term  aforesaid,  from  giving  his  vote  at  any  general  or  special 
election  within  this  commonwealth. 

Section  103.  If  any  inspector  or  judge  of  an  election,  shall, 
knowingly,  reject  the  vote  of  any  qualified  citizen,  or  know¬ 
ingly,  receive  the  vote  of  any  person  not  qualified,  or  conceal 
from  his  fellow  officers  any  fact,  on  the  knowledge  of  which, 
such  vote  should  by  law  be  received  or  rejected,  each  of  the 
persons  so  offending,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  punished  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  the  one  hundred  and  seventh  section  of 
this  act. 

Section  104.  If  any  such  inspector  or  judge  shall  receive 
the  vote  of  any  person,  whose  name  shall  not  be  returned  on  the 
list  furnished  by  the  commissioners  or  assessor,  without  first 
requiring  the  evidence  directed  in  this  act,  the  person  so  offend¬ 
ing  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  fifty, 
nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 
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Section  105.  If  any  judge  of  an  election,  inspector, 
clerk,  or  other  person,  before  the  poll  shall  be  closed,  shall 
unfold,  open,  or  pry  into  any  ticket,  with  a  design  to  dis¬ 
cover  the  name  of  any  candidate  therein,  every  person  so 
offending  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less 
than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  impri¬ 
soned  for  any  time  not  less  than  one,  nor  more  than  three 
months. 

Section  106.  If  any  person  shall  embezzle  or  unlaw¬ 
fully  deface,  alter,  change,  substitute,  or  destroy  any 
ticket,  list  of  voters,  tally  paper,  or  certificate,  taken  or 
made  at  any  election,  as  aforesaid,  he  shall,  on  conviction, 
suffer  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  less  than  twelve 
months  nor  more  than  three  years,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court,  and  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred, 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Section  107.  If  the  commissioners  of  any  county  shall 
add,  or  knowingly  permit  to  be  added,  the  name  of  any 
person  to  the  list  of  taxable  inhabitants  furnished  them  by 
4he  assessor,  and  shall  return  such  name  to  the  inspectors 
of  election,  each  commissioner  concerned  therein,  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  fifty, 
nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Section  108.  If  any  assessor  shall  intentionally  neglect 
or  refuse  to  assess  any  citizen  of  this  commonwealth,  who 
is  or  shall  be  subject  to  assessment  by  law,  or  shall  in  like 
manner  neglect  or  refuse  to  return  the  name  of  the  person 
so  assessed  to  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  county,  or 
intentionally  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  any  other  duty 
enjoined  on  him  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  fifty, 
nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Section  109.  If  the  commissioners  of  any  county  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  furnish  the  inspectors  of  each  election 
district  within  the  said  county,  the  lists,  papers  and  boxes, 
required  by  the  sixtieth  section  of  this  act,  each  commis¬ 
sioner  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars. 

Section  110.  If  any  person  shall  prevent,  or  attempt  to 
prevent,  any  officers  of  an  election  under  this  act,  from 
holding  such  election,  or  use  or  threaten  any  violence  to  any 
such  officer,  or  shall  interrupt  or  improperly  interfere  with 
him  in  the  execution  of  his  duty,  or  shall  block  up  or  at¬ 
tempt  to  block  up  the  window,  or  avenue  to  any  window, 
where  the  same  may  be  holden,  or  shall  riotously  disturb 
the  peace  at  such  election,  or  shall  use  or  practice  any  in¬ 
timidation,  threats,  force,  or  violence,  with  design  to  in¬ 
fluence  unduly,  or  overawe  any  elector,  or  to  prevent  him 
from  voting,  or  to  restrain  the  freedom  of  choice,  such  per¬ 
son,  on  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  for  any  time  not 
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Penalty  for 
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less  than  one,  nor  more  than  twelve  months.  And  if  it 
shall  he  shown  to  the  court  where  the  trial  of  such  offence 
shall  be  had,  that  the  person  so  offending  was  not  a  resident 
of  the  city,  ward,  district,  or  township,  where  the  said  of¬ 
fence  was  committed,  and  not  entitled  to  vote  therein,  then, 
on  conviction,  he  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred,  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and 
be  imprisoned  not  less  than  six  months,  nor  more  than  two 
years. 

Section  111.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  mayor,  sheriff, 
deputy  sheriff,  alderman,  justice  of  the  peace,  and  constable, 
or  deputy  constable,  of  every  city,  county,  and  township, 
or  district,  within  this  commonwealth,  whenever  called 
upon  by  any  officer  of  an  election,  or  by  any  three  qualified 
electors  thereof,  to  clear  any  window,  or  avenue  to  any 
window,  at  the  place  of  the  general  election,  which  shall 
be  obstructed  in  such  a  way  as  to  prevent  voters  from  ap¬ 
proaching  the  same,  and  on  neglect  or  refusal  to  do  so  on 
such  requisition,  said  officer  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  in  office,  and  on  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred,  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  respective 
constables  of  each  ward,  district,  or  township,  within  this 
commonwealth,  to  be  present  in  person,  or  by  deputy,  at 
the  place  of  holding  such  elections  in  said  ward,  district,  or 
township,  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  peace,  as  afore¬ 
said. 

Section  112.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  peace  officer, 
as  aforesaid,  who  shall  be  present  at  any  such  disturbance 
at  an  election,  as  is  described  in  this  act,  to  report  the  same 
to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  also  the  names  of 
the  witnesses  who  can  prove  the  same  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  court  to  cause  indictments  to  be  preferred  be¬ 
fore  the  grand  jury  against  the  persons  so  offending. 

Section  113.  If  it  shall  be  made  appear  to  any  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  this  commonwealth,  that  any  riot  or  dis¬ 
turbance  occurred  at  the  time  and  place  of  holding  any 
election  under  this  act,  and  the  constables  who  are  enjoined 
by  law  to  attend  at  such  elections  have  not  given  informa¬ 
tion  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  cause  the  officer  or  officers,  so 
neglecting  the  duty  aforesaid,  to  be  proceeded  against  by 
indictment  for  a  misdemeanor  in  office,  and  on  conviction 
thereof,  the  said  officer  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  1 14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  courts  of 
quarter  sessions  of  this  commonwealth,  at  the  next  term  of 
said  court,  after  any  election  shall  have  been  held  under 
this  act,  to  cause  the  respective  constables  in  said  county 
to  be  examined  on  oath,  as  to  whether  any  breaches  of  the 
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peace  took  place  at  the  election  within  their  respective 
townships,  wards,  or  districts  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  constables,  respectively,  to  make  return  thereof  as 
part  of  their  official  return  at  said  court. 

Section  115.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  make  any 
bet  or  w’ager  upon  the  result  of  any  election  wdthin  this 
commonwealth,  or  shall  offer  to  make  any  such  bet  or  wa¬ 
ger,  either  by  verbal  proclamation  thereof,  or  by  any  writ¬ 
ten  or  printed  advertisement,  challenge  or  invite  any  per¬ 
son  or  persons  to  make  such  bet  or  wager,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  three  times  the 
amount  so  bet,  or  offered  to  be  bet. 

Section  116.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  judge,  sheriff, 
mayor,  alderman,  justice  of  the  peace,  or  constable,  know¬ 
ing  of  any  person  having  offended  against  the  provisions  of 
the  one  hundred  and  fifteenth  section  of  this  act,  to  com¬ 
mence  proceedings  against  the  person  so  ofiending:  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  grand  juries  of  the  respective  coun¬ 
ties  within  this  commonwealth,  to  make  a  presentment  of 
all  such  offences  coming  wdthin  their  knowledge. 

Section  117.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors  and 
judge  of  the  election,  to  reject  the  votes  of  all  persons,  wffio 
they,  or  any  of  them,  shall  know,  or  who  shall  be  proven 
before  them  to  have  made,  or  who  are  in  any  manner  inte¬ 
rested  in  any  bet  or  wager  on  the  result  of  said  election, 
and  on  the  request  of  any  qualified  elector,  said  inspectors 
and  judge  shall  receive  proof  to  show  the  person  so  offering 
to  vote,  has  or  has  not  made  any  such  bet  or  wager,  or  is 
or  is  not  interested  therein. 

Section  118.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  consti¬ 
tuted  authorities  having  care  and  charge  of  the  poor  in  the 
respective  counties,  districts,  and  townships  of  this  com¬ 
monwealth,  knowing,  or  being  informed  under  oath  of  any 
person  or  persons  having  made  any  bet  or  wager  of  any  land, 
goods,  money7,  or  thing  of  value,  on  the  result  of  any7 
election  within  this  commonwealth,  or  deposited  the  same 
in  the  hands  of  any  person  within  their  respective  counties, 
districts  or  towmships,  to  bring  suit  in  the  name  of  the  com¬ 
monwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  such 
county,  district,  or  township,  against  such  depositee  or 
stakeholder,  where  said  bet  is  deposited  in  the  hands  of  a 
third  person,  or  against  the  party  winning  said  bet,  when 
the  same  is  not  deposited  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount  so 
bet;  and  if  on  trial  it  shall  be  made  appear  that  said  lands, 
goods,  money,  or  thing  of  value,  was  bet  on  the  result  of 
any  election  within  this  commonwTealth,  said  guardians, 
directors,  or  overseers  of  the  poor,  shall  be  entitled  to  re¬ 
cover  the  amount  or  value  thereof,  for  the  use  of  the  poor, 
from  said  stakeholder,  or  person  winning  said  bet,  where 
there  is  no  stakeholder.  Provided ,  said  suit  is  brought 
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within  two  years  from  the  time  of  making  said  bet.  And 
the  stakeholder  is  hereby  prohibited  during  said  time  to  pay 
over  the  amount  so  bet  to  either  of  the  parties,  and  shall  be 
liable  for  the  same  whether  such  bet  is  paid  over  or  deliv¬ 
ered  to  the  parties,  or  either  of  them,  or  not,  and  the  party 
winning  shall  in  like  manner  be  liable  to  the  payment  of 
the  whole  amount  so  bet,  where  the  same  is  received  by 
him.  And  said  bet,  or  the  value  thereof,  may  be  recovered 
as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable;  and  if  said 
guardians,  directors  or  overseers  of  the  poor  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  bring  such  suit,  they  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor  in  office,  and  on  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  the  amount  so  bet,  nor  more  than  double 
the  amount. 

Section  119.  If  any  person,  not  by  law  qualified,  shall 
fraudulently  vote  at  any  election  within  this  commonwealth, 
or  being  otherwise  qualified,  shall  vote  out  of  his  proper 
district,  or  if  any  person  knowing  the  want  of  such  qualifi¬ 
cation,  shall  aid  or  procure  such  person  to  vote,  the  person 
or  persons  so  offending,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  and  be  impri¬ 
soned  for  any  term  not  exceeding  three  months. 

Section  120.  If  any  person  shall  vote  at  more  than  one 
election  district,  or  otherwise  fraudulently  vote  more  than 
once  on  the  same  day,  or  shall  fraudulently  fold  and  deliver 
to  the  inspector  two  tickets  together,  with  the  intent  to  ille¬ 
gally  vote,  or  shall  vote  the  same,  or  if  any  person  shall 
advise  and  procure  another  so  to  do,  he  or  they  so 
offending,  shall  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less 
than  fifty,  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  be  im¬ 
prisoned  for  any  term  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than 
twelve  months. 

Section  121.  If  any  person  not  qualified  to  vote  in  this 
commonwealth,  agreeably  to  law,  (except  the  sons  of  quali¬ 
fied  citizens)  shall  appear  at  any  place  of  election,  for  the 
purpose  of  issuing  tickets  or  of  influencing  the  citizensquali- 
fied  to  vote,  he  shall,  on  conviction,  forfeit  and  pay  any 
sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  of¬ 
fence,  and  be  imprisoned  for  any  term  not  exceeding  three 
months. 

Section.  122  If  any  elector  shall  receive  any  gift  or  reward 
for  his  vote,  in  meat,  drink,  money,  or  otherwise,  he  shall 
forfeit  his  right  to  vote  at  that  election,  and  shall,  on  con¬ 
viction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  suffer  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  less  than 
one,  nor  more  than  six  months. 

Section  123.  If  any  person  shall  give  or  bestow  any  such 
gift  or  reward,  in  order  to  procure  any  person  to  be  elected, 
or  shall  promise  or  attempt,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
to  confer  any  such  gift  or  reward  for  such  purpose,  or  shall 
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attempt  or  endeavour  to  influence  any  voter  by  any  offer  or 
promise  of  any  appointment, employment, or  pecuniary  bene¬ 
fit,  or  by  threats  of  loss  of  any  appointment,  employment, 
or  pecuniary  benefit,  he  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  a 
sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  suffer  imprisonment  not  less  than  one, 
nor  more  than  twelve  months. 

Section  124  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  and  corruptly 
make,  or  procure  any  person  to  make  falsely,  any  oath  or  af-  Penalty  for 
firmation  required  or  authorized  by  this  act,  such  person  swearing 
shall  suffer  such  penalties  and  disabilities  as  are  incurred  on  falsely- 
conviction  of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,  or  subornation  of 
perjury. 

Section  125.  If  any  person  shall  knowingly  publish, 
utter,  or  make  use  of  any  forged  or  false  receipt,  or  certificate, 
with  intent  to  impose  the  same  upon,  or  deceive  any  in- por  utter- 
spector  or  judge,  at  any  election  as  aforesaid,  such  person  ing  forged 
shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  fifty,  ^tificat°s 
or  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, and  suffer  imprisonment cer  1  ca  efe' 
not  less  than  six  months,  nor  more  than  two  years 

Section  126.  If  any  prothonotary  or  sheriff  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  hereinbefore  enjoined  penalty  on 
upon  him,  or  shall  wilfully  misbehave  in  the  doing  thereof,  prothonota- 
he  shall  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  ryan^she' 
than  one  hundred,  nor  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  ne* 

shall  suffer  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  fheir  duty, 
months. 

Section  127.  If  any  justice  of  the  peace  shall  refuse  to  Penalty  on

Section  128.  Every  specific  fine  or  forfeiture,  imposed  How  tines 
by  this  act,  may  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  the  and  forfei- 
name  of  the  commonwealth,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  J^yetoeje 
by  law  recoverable,  or  by  indictment  in  the  court  01  quar- recovere<  • 
ter  sessions  of  the  proper  county  ;  and  where  the  fine  and 
forfeiture  is  not  specific,  the  proceeding  shall  oe  by  indict¬ 
ment  in  the  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county  :  Pro-  Limitation 
vided ,  That  all  such  suits  and  prosecutions  shall  be  insti-  of  suits- 
tuted  within  one  year  next  after  the  cause  thereof  shall 
accrue,  unless  otherwise  herein  provided. 

IX. - OF  THE  TRIAL  OF  CONTESTED  ELECTIONS. 

i.  In  the  cases  of  Governor  and  Members  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature  of  this  Commonwealth . 

Section  129.  The  election  of  any  person  as  governor,  petitions 
or  as  member  of  either  branch  of  the  legislature,  may  be  contesting 
contested  on  the  petition  of  qualified  electors  of  this  com-  election  o°f 
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monwealth,  under  the  following  regulations  and  restric¬ 
tions,  but  no  petition  complainingof  an  undue  election,  or 
false  return  of  a  person  elected  governor,  senator,  or  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  house  of  representatives,  shall  be  acted  upon 
by  the  legislature,  unless 

I.  The  same  be  presented  within  ten  days  after  the 
organization  of  the  legislature  next  succeeding  the 
election. 

II.  Nor  unless  the  same  be  signed,  in  the  case  of  a  go¬ 
vernor,  by  at  least  fifty  qualified  electors  ;  and  in 
the  case  of  a  senator  or  representative,  by  at  least 
twenty  such  electors  of  the  proper  district,  city,  or 
county. 

III.  Nor  unless  the  same  shall  be  accompanied  by  an 
affidavit,  taken  and  subscribed  by  at  least  five  of  the 
petitioners,  before  some  person  having  authority  to 
administer  oaths,  that  the  facts  stated  in  such  peti¬ 
tion  are  true  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and 
belief. 

IV.  Nor  unless  the  same  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
from  the  treasurer,  prothonotary,  or  one  of  the  com¬ 
missioners  of  the  county  in  which  the  petitioners 
reside,  setting  forth  that  the  said  petitioners,  or  as 
many  of  them  as  are  hereinbefore  required,  were,  at 
the  time  of  signing  the  same,  duly  qualified  electors. 

Section  1I-.0.  In  the  case  of  a  governor,  every  such 
petition  shall  be  delivered  to  the  speaker  of  the  senate, 
who  shall  immediately  give  information  thereof  to  both 
houses.  And  such  petition  being  read  in  each  house,  shall 
be  laid  on  the  table,  without  any  question  being  thereon 
taken,  until  the  two  houses  shall  proceed  thereon,  which 
proceeding  shall  be  as  follows  : — 

Section  131.  The  senate  and  house  of  representatives, 
on  a  day  and  hour  to  be  agreed  upon  between  them,  not 
exceeding  five  days  after  the  delivery  of  the  petition,  shall 
convene  in  the  hall  of  the  house  of  representatives,  where 
the  petition  shall  be  read  by  the  speaker  of  the  senate. 
The  names  of  the  members  of  each  house  shall  then  be 
called  over  by  the  respective  clerks,  and  a  quorum  of  each 
house  being  present,  a  joint  committee  shall  be  formed  as 
follows  : — 

I  The  names  of  all  the  senators  present,  except  the 
speaker,  shall  be  written  on  distinct  pieces  of  paper, 
as  nearly  alike  as  may  be,  each  of  which  shall  be 
rolled  up,  and  put  into  a  box,  by  the  clerk  of  the 
house  of  representatives,  and  placed  on  the  speaker’s 
table. 

II.  The  clerk  of  the  senate,  having  shaken  and  inter¬ 
mixed  the  said  papers,  shall  draw  them  out  one  by 
one,  and  put  them  alternately  into  three  boxes,  also 
placed  on  the  speaker’s  table. 
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III.  When  the  whole  number  shall  be  so  distributed,  the 
*  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  shake  and 

intermix  the  papers  in  each  box,  and  shall  draw 
alternately  from  each  box  the  papers  so  rolled  up, 
and  shall  deliver  them,  singly,  to  the  speaker  of  the 
house  of  representatives. 

IV.  The  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall 
open  the  said  papers,  singly,  and  read  aloud  the 
name  on  each,  and  then  deliver  the  papers,  singly, 
to  the  speaker  of  the  senate,  who  shall  place  them 
openly  on  the  table. 

V.  A  member  of  each  house,  to  be  designated  for  the 
purpose  by  the  respective  speakers,  shall  takedown 
in  writing  the  name  so  called,  and  shall,  each  of 
them,  repeat  aloud  the  name  he  has  so  written,  until 
the  number  of  twelve  names  be  drawn  out  and 
written  down. 

Section  132.  The  like  proceedings  shall  then  be  had 
for  the  drawing  of  twenty-five  members  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  for  the  said  purpose,  excepting 

1.  That  the  duties  hereinbefore  enjoined  upon  the  clerk 
of  the  house  of  representatives,  shall  be  performed 
by  the  clerk  of  the  senate. 

That  the  duties  hereinbefore  enjoined  upon  the 
clerk  of  the  senate,  shall  be  performed  by  the  clerk 
of  the  house  of  representatives. 

That  the  duties  hereinbefore  enjoined 
speaker  of  the  house  of  representative: 
performed  by  the  speaker  of  the  senate. 

That  the  duties  hereinbefore  enjoined 
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speaker  of  the  senate,  shall  be  performed  b}f  the 
speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives,  whose  name 
shall  not  be  placed  in  the  box. 

Section  133.  If  any  objection  be  made,  by  either  of  the 
parties,  to  any  member  so  drawn  by  lot,  such  member  shall 
be  discharged,  and  another  name  shall  be  drawn  to  supply 
the  place,  and  so  on,  until  the  whole  number  of  twelve 
members  of  the  senate,  and  twenty-five  of  the  house  of  re¬ 
presentatives,  shall  be  completed  ;  and  in  all  cases,  the 
members  drawn  in  place  of  those  objected  to,  shall  be  in 
like  manner  liable  to  be  set  aside,  and  others  shall  be  drawn 
in  their  places  ;  but  if  so  many  be  set  aside,  by  reason  of 
objections,  as  aforesaid,  that  there  shall  not  remain  more 
than  the  number,  aforesaid,  then  no  further  objections  shall 
be  admitted. 

Section  134.  When  the  number  aforesaid  shall  be  com¬ 
pleted,  the  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  draw 
out,  one  by  one,  the  names  of  the  remaining  members  of 
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the  senate,  and  deliver  them,  singly,  to  the  speaker  of  the 
house  of  representatives,  who  shall  unfold  and  read  them 
aloud  ;  and  the  clerk  of  the  senate  shall,  in  like  manner, 
draw  out  the  names  of  the  remaining  members  of  the  house 
of  representatives,  and  deliver  them,  singly,  to  the  speaker 
of  the  senate,  who  shall  unfold  them,  and  read  them  aloud  ; 
and  if  any  unfairness  or  mistake  shall  be  then  discovered 
therein,  the  whole  proceedings  shall  be  set  aside,  and  the 
same  shall  be  renewed  in  manner  and  form  hereinbefore 
directed  ;  but  after  the  committee  is  sworn,  no  objection, 
for  such  cause,  shall  be  received. 

Section  135.  When  the  proceedings  aforesaid  shall  be 
concluded,  a  list  of  the  twelve  members  of  the  senate,  and 
a  separate  list  of  the  twenty-five  members  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  so  drawn,  shall  be  given  to  each  of  the 
parties  who  shall  immediately  withdraw  to  some  adjoin¬ 
ing  room,  with  a  clerk,  or  member  appointed  by  the  joint 
vote  of  members  present,  where  they  shall  proceed  to  strike 
off  alternately,  the  names  upon  such  list,  until  the  number 
shall  be  reduced  to  four  members  of  the  senate,  and  nine 
of  the  house  of  representatives 

Section  136.  On  the  parties  withdrawing  to  form  such 
select  committee,  the  members  of  both  houses  shall  continue 
convened,  and  the  members  whose  names  shall  have  been 
drawn  out  of  the  boxes,  shall  not  depart  the  conference  room 
without  leave,  until  the  time  and  place  for  the  meeting  of 
the  select  committee  shall  be  fixed,  as  is  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided. 

Section  137.  Within  one  hour  from  the  time  of  with¬ 
drawing,  as  aforesaid,  the  parties  shall  deliver  to  the  speaker 
of  the  senate  the  names  of  the  said  four  members  of  the 
senate,  and  nine  of  the  house  of  representatives,  remaining 
on  the  list,  who  shall  then  respectively  take  an  oath  or  af¬ 
firmation,  to  be  administered  byr  the  speaker  of  the  senate, 
to  “  try  the  matter  of  the  petition,  and  to  give  a  true  judg¬ 
ment  thereon,  according  to  the  evidence,  unless  the  com¬ 
mittee  shall  be  dissolved.” 

Section  138.  The  time  and  place  for  the  meeting  of  the 
select  committee,  so  appointed,  shall  then  be  directed  by 
the  joint  vote  of  the  members  of  both  houses,  which  time 
shall  be  within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  appointment. 

Section  189.  If  any  person,  appointed  a  member  of 
such  select  committee,  shall,  at  the  time  of  such  appoint¬ 
ment,  swear  or  affirm,  that  he  cannot,  without  great  incon¬ 
venience,  serve  on  such  committee,  he  shall  be  excused, 
and  in  such  case,  another  shall  be  substituted.  But  if  any 
member  of  such  committee  shall  neglect  to  attend  upon  the 
committee,  his  name  shall  be  reported,  in  writing,  to  the 
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house  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member,  and  unless  satisfac¬ 
tory  reasons  be  given  for  his  non-attendance,  he  shall  be  To  be  rep- 
reprimanded  by  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  which  he  is  a  rimanded. 
member. 

Section  140.  The  select  committee,  so  chosen,  shall,  on  Chairman 
their  first  meeting,  elect  a  chairman  from  among  themselves,  of  sele.cJ 
and  in  the  event  of  the  death,  or  unavoidable  absence  of  t0  be 
such  chairman,  they  shall  choose  another  in  his  place,  and,  chosen, 
if  in  any  such  election  there  shall  be  an  equal  number  of 
votes,  the  member  whose  name  was  first  drawn  shall  have 
a  casting  vote. 

Section  141.  The  select  committee  shall  sit  from  day  Sittings  of 
to  day,  Sundays  excepted,  at  such  hours  as  shall  not  inter-  comrmttee- 
fere  with  their  attendance  in  the  legislature  ;  but  unless 
nine  of  their  number  be  present,  the  committee,  after  wait-  &uorum- 
ing  one  hour,  shall  adjourn  to  the  next  day,  and  if  the 
number  of  the  committee  shall  unavoidably  be  reduced  to  Whe? 
less  than  nine  members,  and  shall  so  continue  for  the  space  to  be^dis-6 
of  three  days,  Sundays  excepted,  the  committee  shall  be  solved, 
dissolved,  and  another  shall  be  chosen,  in  manner  aforesaid  ;  proviso. 
j Provided,  That  when  the  two  houses  shall  stand  adjourned 
for  more  than  three  days,  the  committee  may  adjourn  to  the 
same  time. 

Section  142.  The  select  committee  shall  have  power  to  Powers  of 
send  for  persons,  papers  and  records,  and  to  compel  the  at-  thecommit- 
tendance  of,  and  examine  all  witnesses  who  may  come  be¬ 
fore  them,  upon  oath  or  affirmation,  which  the  chairman  or 
clerk  of  the  committee  may  administer  in  their  presence, 
and  to  decide  not  only  on  the  validity  of  such  contested 
election,  but  also  which  of  the  candidates  had  the  greatest 
number  of  legal  votes. 

Section  143.  When  it  is  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  Illegal 
said  committee,  that  any  person  not  a  legally  qualified  voter,  voters  to  tell 
voted  at  any  such  contested  election,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  committee  to  compel  said  voter  to  disclose,  under  oath, 
for  which  of  the  respective  candidates  he  voted.  But  when 
the  committee  examines  the  witness,  on  oath,  as  to  the  per¬ 
son  or  persons  for  whom  he  voted,  and  said  witness,  on  such 
examination,  discloses  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  for 
whom  he  voted  at  such  election,  he  shall  not  afterwards  be 
presented  for  having  illegally  voted  at  such  election. 

Section  144.  The  doors  of  the  room  in  which  the  select  When 
committee  shall  meet,  shall  remain  open  during  the  exami-  committee 
nation  of  witnesses,  but  may  be  shut  at  any  other  time.  All  ro0mtobe 
determinations  of  such  committee  shall  be  by  a  majority  of  open, 
the  whole  number  appointed,  and  as  soon  as  the  committee  Ma-orjt  of 
shall  have  agreed  upon  the  same,  the  chairman  shall  make  the  whole 
two  reports  thereof  in  writing,  one  of  which  shall  be  de-  number  to 
livered  to  the  speaker  of  the  Senate,  and  the  other  to  the  de<iide- 
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speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives,  which  reports  shall 
be  entered  on  the  journals  of  the  respective  houses,  and 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

Section  145.  If  the  committee  or  a  majority  thereof,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  report  that  either  of  the  candidates  had  the 
greatest  number  of  legal  votes,  and  ought  to  be  admitted  to 
the  office,  such  candidate  shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  such 
office. 

Section  146.  If  the  committee,  or  a  majority  thereof,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  report  that  such  election  or  return  is  invalid, 
a  new  election  shall  take  place  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
October  ensuing,  agreeably  to  the  constitution,  of  which  the 
speaker  of  the  senate  and  speaker  of  the  house  of  represen¬ 
tatives,  shall  immediately  give  notice  by  their  joint  writ, 
directed  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  respective  counties.  And  the 
sheriffs  of  the  respective  counties  shall  give  due  notice  there¬ 
of  according  to  law. 

Section  147.  Every  petition,  as  aforesaid,  complaining 
of  an  undue  election  or  false  return  of  a  member  of  the 
senate,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  speaker  of  the  senate,  and 
thereupon  the  like  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  the  senate 
in  selecting  a  committee  of  such  house  by  lot,  and  the  like 
powers  and  authorities  shall  be  vested  in  the  senate,  in  re¬ 
lation  to  such  committee,  and  the  said  committee  shall  have 
the  like  powers  and  authorities,  and  be  subject  to  the  like 
rules  and  regulations,  as  are  hereinbefore  directed  in  case 
of  a  contested  election  of  a  governor  ;  excepting, 

1.  That  the  several  duties  which  are  hereinbefore  di¬ 
rected  to  be  performed  in  such  case  by  the  speaker  of 
the  senate  and  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  represen¬ 
tatives,  shall  be  performed  by  the  speaker  of  the 
senate. 

II.  That  the  several  duties  which  are  hereinbefore  di¬ 
rected  to  be  performed  in  such  case  by  the  clerk  of 
the  senate,  and  the  clerk  of  the  house  of  representa¬ 
tives,  shall  be  performed  by  the  clerk  of  the  senate. 

III.  That  the  number  of  members  of  the  senate  first  taken 
out  by  lot  shall  be  thirteen,  and  that  the  select  com¬ 
mittee  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  and  shall  not 
be  dissolved  unless  reduced  to  less  than  five  mem¬ 
bers. 

Section  148.  Every  petition,  as  aforesaid,  complaining 
of  an  undue  election,  or  a  false  return  of  a  member  of  the 
house  of  representatives,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  speaker 
thereof,  and  thereupon,  the  like  proceedings  shall  be  had  in 
such  house,  in  selecting  a  committee  thereof  by  lot,  and  the 
like  powers  and  authorities  shall  be  vested  in  such  house  in 
relation  to  such  committee.  And  such  committee  shall 
have  the  like  powers  and  authorities,  and  be  subject  to  the 
like  rules  and  regulations,  as  is  hereinbefore  directed  in  the 
case  of  contested  elections  of  a  governor  ;  excepting, 
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1.  That  the  several  duties  which  are  hereinbefore  di¬ 
rected  to  be  performed  in  such  case  by  the  speaker 
of  the  senate  and  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  repre- 
setatives,  shall  be  performed  by  the  speaker  of  the 
house  of  representatives. 

II.  That  the  several  duties  which  are  hereinbefore  di¬ 
rected  to  be  performed  in  such  case  by  the  clerk  of 
the  senate  and  the  clerk  of  the  house  of  representa¬ 
tives,  shall  be  performed  by  the  clerk  of  the  house  of 
representatives. 

III.  That  the  number  of  the  members  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  first  taken  out  by  lot,  shall  be  seven¬ 
teen,  and  that  the  select  committee  shall  consist  of 
nine  members,  and  shall  not  be  dissolved  unless  re¬ 
duced  to  less  than  seven  members. 

Section  149.  If  the  committee,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
as  aforesaid,  shall  report,  that  either  of  the  candidates  had 
the  greatest  number  of  legal  votes,  and  ought  to  be  admit¬ 
ted  to  his  seat,  such  candidate  shall  thereupon  be  entitled  candidate" 
to  such  seat.  But  if  they  shall  report  that  such  election  is 
invalid,  a  new  election  shall  be  directed  and  held,  to  fill  the  ReP?rt  that 
vacancy,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  in  case  of  is 

vacancies  in  either  branch  of  the  legislature. 

Section  150.  In  all  contested  elections,  as  aforesaid,  the  Parties  to 
person  returned,  and  the  candidate  next  highest  in  votes, tbe  triaI 
shall  be  the  parties  in  the  trial  thereof.  And  in  case  of  the  ekction^ 
absence  or  neglect  of  such  candidate,  any  one  of  the  peti¬ 
tioners,  duly  qualified,  taking  precedence  according  to  the 
order  in  which  they  have  signed  the  petition,  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  one  of  the  parties. 

Section  151.  If  either,  or  both  of  the  parties  shall  fail  Proceeding 
to  attend  for  the  purpose  of  objecting  to,  and  striking  from  P^r‘ 
the  names  drawn,  as  is  hereinbefore  provided,  the  members  attend1  l° 
of  the  senate,  and  of  the  house  of  representatives,  jointly, 
or  the  members  of  either  house,  separately,  as  the  case  may 
require,  shall  appoint  one  of  their  own  number  in  the  place 
of  either  or  both  of  the  said  parties  so  neglecting  to  attend, 
which  member  or  members  so  appointed,  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  do  and  perform  every  act  and  thing 
touching  the  same,  in  as  valid  and  effectual  a  manner  as  if 
the  party  or  parties  were  personally  present. 

Section  152.  Every  witness  sent  for,  and  attending  the  Pay°f  wit- 
trial  of  any  contested  election,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  nesses- 
six  cents  for  every  mile  of  the  distance  necessarily  travelled 
by  him,  in  coming  to,  and  returning  from  the  place  of 
trial,  and  shall  also  be  allowed  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and 
thirty-three  cents  for  every  day  he  may  be  detained  at  the 
place  of  such  trial,  which  mileage  and  expense,  as  well  as 
the  expense  of  summoning  such  witness,  shall  be  taxed  by  Expenses 
the  select  committee,  and  "certified  by  their  chairman  to  the  t0  betaxed- 
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speaker  of  one  or  both  houses,  as  the  case  may  require. 
And  the  amount  thereof,  the  same  being  first  approved  by 
the  house  or  houses  to  which  such  certificate  may  be  made, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  county  or  counties  in 
which  the  facts  complained  of  took  place,  if  such  facts  be 
substantiated  ;  or  by  the  treasurer  of  the  county  or  coun¬ 
ties  in  which  the  petitioner  shall  reside,  if  the  statements 
in  the  petition  shall  not  be  substantiated,  on  orders  drawn 
by  the  speaker  of  either  or  both  houses,  as  the  case  may 
require. 

2. — Contested  elections  of  county  and  township  officers. 

Section  153.  The  several  courts  of  quarter  sessions 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  all  cases  in 
which  the  election  of  any  county  or  township  officer  by 
the  citizens,  in  the  respective  county,  may  be  contested. 

Section  154.  Upon  the  petition,  in  writing,  of  at  least 
twenty  qualified  electors  of  the  proper  county,  or  town¬ 
ship,  as  the  case  may  be,  complaining  of  an  undue  election, 
or  false  return  of  any  such  officer,  the  court  shall  appoint  a 
suitable  time  for  hearing  such  complaint,  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  the  person  returned,  at  least  ten  days  be¬ 
fore  such  hearing  :  Provided ,  That  no  order  shall  be  taken 
on  such  petition,  unless  it  be  accompanied  by  the  oath  or 
affirmation  of  at  least  two  of  such  petitioners,  setting  forth 
that  the  facts  therein  stated,  are  true,  to  the  best  of  their 
knowledge  and  belief. 

Section  155.  The  respective  courts  of  quarter  sessions 
shall  have  authority  to  compel  the  attendance  of  any  officer 
of  such  election,  and  of  any  other  person  capable  of  testi¬ 
fying  concerning  the  same,  and  also  to  compel  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  all  books,  papers,  tally-lists,  tickets,  and  other  docu¬ 
ments,  which  may  be  required  at  such  hearing,  in  like 
manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  in  other  cases  litigated, 
before  such  court,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  which  are 
conferred  upon  committees  of  the  legislature,  hy  the  seve¬ 
ral  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  156.  Every  person  who  shall  be  subpoenaed  and 
attend,  or  be  examined  at  such  hearing,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  same  daily  pay  and  mileage,  as  are  by  law  al¬ 
lowed  to  witnesses  attending  such  court  in  other  cases, 
which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  proper  coum- 
ty,  or  township,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  157.  If  the  judges  of  such  court,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  certify  that  such  complaint  was  without  pro¬ 
bable  cause,  the  petitioners,  and  every  of  them,  shall  be 
liable  for  all  the  costs  of  such  hearing;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  county  to  proceed 
to  recover  the  same  by  attachment,  issued  from  such  court. 
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X. — ELECTIONS  BY  THE  LEGISLATURE. 

1. — Election  of  Senators  of  the  United  States. 

Section  15S.  The  election  of  senators  to  represent  this  Valors  U 
state  in  the  senate  of  the  United  States,  shall  take  place  as  states, 
follows,  to  wit  :  Each  house  of  the  legislature  shall  appoint 
one  teller,  and  nominate  at  least  one  person  to  fill  such  of-  Tellers, 
fice,  and  at  least  one  day  previous  to  the  joint  meeting, 
hereinafter  mentioned,  communicate  to  the  other  house  the 
names  of  the  persons  so  appointed  and  nominated. 

Section  159.  At  the  hour  of  twelve,  on  the  second  T.  anJ 
Tuesday  in  January  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  p]aceof 
constitutional  term  of  a  senator  aforesaid,  the  members  of  meeting  of 
both  houses  shall  meet  in  convention,  in  the  chamber  of  numbers 
the  house  of  representatives.  The  speaker  of  the  senate, 
or  in  his  absence,  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representa¬ 
tives  shall  preside,  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  a  president  president. 
pro  tempore,  shall  be  appointed  by  joint  vote. 

Section  160.  When  the  convention  shall  be  organized  How 
as  aforesaid,  the  members  present  shall  proceed  to  choose  choice  to  be 
viva  voce,  from  the  persons  so  as  aforesaid  nominated,  a  mat,e- 
senator  to  represent  the  state  in  the  senate  of  the  United 
States:  the  names  of  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the 
members  voting,  shall  be  entered  in  writing  by  the  tellers, 
who  shall  report  to  the  president  of  the  convention  the 
number  of  votes  given  for  each  candidate.  When 

Section  161.  If  neither  of  the  candidates  shall  receive  neither  of 
the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  a  second 
poll  shall  be  taken,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  until  some  ceiveama- 
one  of  the  candidates  shall  receive  the  votes  of  a  majority  jority  of 
of  the  members  present.  votes. 

Section  162.  If  the  election  shall  not  be  completed  at 
the  first  meeting,  the  president  shall  adjourn  the  meeting  Adjourn- 
to  such  time  as  a  majority  of  the  members,  then  present, 
shall  determine,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  until  some  one 
of  the  candidates  shall  receive  a  majority  as  aforesaid. 

Section  163.  When  the  election  shall  be  closed,  as  President 
aforesaid,  the  president  of  the  convention  shall  announce  t0  an~ 
the  person  who  shall  have  received  a  majority  of  votes 
aforesaid,  to  be  duly  elected  a  senator  to  represent  this  elected, 
state  in  the  senate  of  the  United  States,  and  he  shall,  in  Certificates 
the  presence  of  the  members  of  both  houses,  sign  four 
several  certificates  of  the  election,  attested  by  the  tellers,  Where  to 
one  of  which  certificates  shall  be  transmitted  b;y  the  presi-  be  sent  and 
dent  of  the  convention  to  the  presiding  officer  of  the  senate  11  e  * 
of  the  United  States,  one  to  the  person  so  elected,  and  the 
remaining  two  shall  be  preserved  among  the  records,  and 
entered  at  length  on  the  journals  of  each  house.

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A  SUPPLEMENT 


To  an  Act,  entitled  “An  Act  relating  to  the  Elections  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth,”  passed  the  second  day  of  July,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand 

eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gene* 
ral  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same ;  That  as  soon  as  the  election  for  inspectors  and 
judges  of  election  shall  be  finished,  the  inspectors  and  judges 
of  such  election,  shall  make  out  duplicate  returns  under  their  Duties  of 
hands  and  seals,  setting  forth  in  words  at  length,  the  number  of  Inspectors 
votes  given  for  the  several  persons  voted  for  as  inspectors  and  an  J  u  gCfe' 
judge,  and  also  for  each  township  officer  voted  for  at  such  elec¬ 
tion,  one  of  which  they  shall,  together  with  the  tickets,  list  of 
taxables,  lists  of  voters,  tally  papers,  and  the  certificates  of  the 
oath  or  affimation,  taken  and  subscribed  by  the  inspectors, 
judges  and  clerks,  carefully  collect  and  deposite  in  one  or  more 
of  the  ballot-boxes,  which  boxes  together  with  the  remaining 
ones  shall  be  secured,  delivered  and  kept  as  for  similar  boxes, 
is  directed  in  the  seventy-fourth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement,  until  the  next  general  election,  to  be  held 
thereafter,  and  the  other  duplicate  shall  be  delivered  by  the 
judge  of  such  election,  within  five  days  thereafter,  to  the  clerk 
of  the  court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  proper  county,  to  be 
filed  in  his  office ;  and  the  said  inspectors  and  judge,  shall  also 
make  out  a  certificate  of  election,  for  each  person  chosen  as  an 
inspector,  judge,  or  township  officer,  which  certificate  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  person  so  chosen,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of 
abode,  by  the  constable  of  the  proper  ward,  township,  district, 
or  borough,  within  five  days  after  such  election. 

Section  2.  The  constable  or  constables  of  every  township  Duties  of 
within  this  commonwealth,  shall  give  public  notice  of  the  town-  constables, 
ship  elections,  by  ten  or  more  printed  or  written  advertisements, 
affixed  at  as  many  of  the  most  public  places  therein,  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  election,  and  in  every  such  advertisement  they 
shall  enumerate,  designate,  and  give  notice  as  sheriffs  of  coun¬ 
ties  in  cases  of  general  elections  are  directed  by  the  first  and 
second  divisions  of  the  thirteenth  section  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement,  and  in  case  of  the  neglect,  refusal,  death, 
or  absence  of  the  aforesaid  constable  or  constables,  the  duties 
herein  enjoined  on  them,  shall  be  performed  by  the  supervisors  Duties  of 
or  assessor  of  the  proper  township,  but  said  supervisors  or  s.uPer" 
assessor,  shall  not  be  required  to  give  more  than  five  days  Assessors, 
notice  ;  and  said  elections  shall  be  held  and  conducted  under  the 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  herewith,  prescribed  in  the  afore- 
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said  act,  but  nothing  in  this  act,  or  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement  contained,  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  a  judge, 
inspector,  or  clerk  of  election  from  being  voted  for  to  fill  any 
township  office,  or  render  either  or  any  of  them  ineligible  to 
hold  the  same. 

Section  3.  The  commissioners  of  every  county  within  this 
commonwealth,  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August,  in 
each  year,  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  assessor  of  every  ward, 
township,  incorporated  district  and  borough,  within  their  respec¬ 
tive  counties,  for  which  said  assessors  were  respectively  elected, 
a  certified  transcript  under  seal  of  office,  of  the  names  and  sur¬ 
names,  of  all  the  taxable  persons  returned  at  the  last  county 
assessment  of  said  wards,  townships,  districts  and  boroughs, 
and  shall  separately  arrange  the  names  of  freeholders,  tenants 
and  single  men,  in  alphabetical  order. 

Section  4.  The  assessors  of  the  several  wards,  townships, 
incorporated  districts,  and  boroughs  within  this  commonwealth, 
shall,  on  the  receipt  of  the  transcripts  aforesaid,  proceed  forth¬ 
with  to  make  from  said  transcript  not  less  than  two  eopies  of 
alphabetical  lists,  and  as  many  more  as  the  county  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  direct,  and  in  the  form  required  of  county  commis¬ 
sioners,  of  the  names  and  surnames  of  all  the  white  freemen 
residing  within  their  respective  wards,  townships,  districts,  and 
boroughs  ;  and  said  assessors  shall,  on  or  before  the  twentieth 
day  of  August,  in  each  year,  post  up  said  copies  at  as  many  of 
the  most  public  places  within  their  respective  wards,  town¬ 
ships,  districts,  and  boroughs,  one  of  which  shall  be  at  the 
place  of  holding  their  general  elections  :  Provided ,  That  when 
the  election  is  not  held  within  the  ward,  township,  borough,  or 
district,  then  all  of  said  copies  or  lists,  made  out  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  fixed  up  within  the  ward,  township,  borough  or  district, 
except  the  one  copy  required  by  this  section,  to  be  fixed  up  at 
the  place  of  holding  such  election. 

Section  5.  The  assessors  aforesaid,  shall  also  keep  copies 
of  the  aforesaid  lists  in  their  office  or  possession,  subject  at  all 
reasonable  times  to  the  inspection  of  any  white  freeman,  without 
charge  ;  and  shall,  at  any  such  time,  ten  days  before  the  second 
Tuesday  of  October,  in  each  year,  on  the  personal  application 
of  any  person,  as  aforesaid,  claiming  to  be  assessed  within  their 
proper  ward,  township,  incorporated  district  or  borough,  or 
claiming  a  right  to  vote  therein,  as  being  between  the  age  of 
twenty-one  and  twenty-two  years,  and  having  resided  in  the 
State  one  year,  enter  the  name  of  such  person  upon  the  said 
lists  in  their  office  or  possession  ;  and  the  said  assessors  shall, 
in  the  form  aforesaid,  make  out  duplicate  copies  of  said  lists  of 
names  and  surnames  of  the  white  freemen  and  qualified  voters 
residing  within  their  respective  wards,  townships,  districts,  and 
boroughs  ;  and  at  least  eight  days  before  the  second  Tuesday  of

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  assessors  respectively,  Assesors 
on  entering  the  names  of  persons  claiming  to  be  assessed,  pur- 
suant  to  the  provisions  in  the  foregoing  section,  forthwith  to  levy 
and  assess  on  such  persons,  except  those  between  the  age  of 
twenty-one  and  twenty-two  years,  such  an  amount  of  county  tax 
as  by  law  is  levied  and  assessed  on  taxable  inhabitants  of  like 
standing  or  occupation,  and  give  a  certificate  of  such  assessment

Section  12.  The  respective  assessors  shall  be  paid  for  the 
various  duties  required  by  this  act,  and  the  act  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement,  such  sum  as  the  commissioners  of  the  proper 
county  shall  believe  just  and  reasonable,  computing  their  ser¬ 
vices  at  the  same  price  allowed  by  law,  when  engaged  in 
making  assessments,  and  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  such 
board  of  commissioners  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  such 
service,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.

The  clerk  of  the  court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of 
every  county  within  this  commonwealth,  shall,  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  township  elections,  in  each  year,  are  returned  into 
his  office,  make  out,  certify,  and  deliver,  under  his  hand  and 
seal  of  office,  to  the  commissioners  of  his  proper  county,  a  list

Section  14.  Every  inspector  and  judge  of  an  election,  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations 
to  any  and  all  persons  requiring,  or  offering  to  be  sworn  or 
affirmed,  in  relation  to  the  right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any 
election,  authorized  to  be  held  under  any  law  of  this  common¬ 
wealth,  and  generally,  shall,  in  the  exercise  of  the  duties  of  their 
office  as  inspectors  or  judge,  have  the  same  power  to  administer 
oaths  or  affirmations,  required  or  authorized  to  be  administered 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  sup¬ 
plement,  as  justices  of  the  peace  have  by  the  laws  of  this  com¬ 
monwealth,  and  a  violation  of  such  oath  or  affirmation,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  fines  and  penalties  which  are,  or  may  be 
inflicted  by  law,  for  a  violation  of  such  oath  or  affirmation, 
when  administered  by  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

If  any  officer  or  officers  required  to  perform 
any  duty  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
perform  the  same,  he  or  they,  so  offending,  shall  be  considered 
and  adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  office,  and  shall  on 
conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars,  and  where  the  duties  required  of  any 
officer  herein  named,  are  the  same  as  those  required  by  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  the  penalties 
inflicted  by  said  act  for  violation  of  such  duty  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  extended  to  the  duty  herein  required. 

Section  16.  The  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth, 
fifty-first,  fifty-second,  fifty-fifth,  fifty-seventh,  fifty-eighth,  and 
sixtieth  sections,  and  the  fourth  division  of  the  eighteenth  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  all  other  laws 
of  this  commonwealth  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

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EXTRACT  FROM  AN  ACT, 

Relative  to  the  Election  of  Borough  and  Township  Officers,  and  for  other 

purposes. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re - 
presentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gene - 
ral  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same :  That  when  a  borough  forms  part  of  a  township 
or  townships,  composing  together  one  general  election  district, 
and  which  are  entitled  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple¬ 
ment,  to  separately  elect  two  justices  of  the  peace,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  judge  and  inspectors  elected  to  hold  the  general  and 
township  elections  of  each  year,  to  provide  a  separate  box,  into 
which  they  shall  put  the  tickets  voted  for  justices  of  the  peace 
for  said  borough  ;  and  the  tickets  voted  for  justices  of  the  peace 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township,  shall  have  the  word 
“  Township”  written  or  printed  on  the  outside ;  and  the  tickets 
voted  for  justices  of  the  peace  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
borough,  shall  have  the  word  “  Borough’7  written  or  printed 
on  the  outside,  and  the  said  judge  and  inspectors  shall  count  the 
votes,  so  voted  for  justices  of  the  peace  for  said  borough,  and 
return  the  same  in  like  manner,  as  is  provided  for  in  the  election 
of  justices  of  the  peace  for  townships. 

Section  27.  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  for  the 
citizens  of  any  township,  in  any  of  the  counties  of  this  com¬ 
monwealth,  which  has  been  or  shall  be  divided  in  any  way,  in 
forming  any  election  district  or  districts,  to  elect  justices  of  the 
peace,  judges,  and  inspectors  of  elections,  assessors,  constables, 
school  directors,  or  other  township  officers,  in  pursuance  of  any 
act  or  acts  of  assembly,  the  qualified  voters  of  such  township 
shall  meet  at  the  usual  place  of  holding  their  annual  township 
elections  respectively,  and  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect 
such  officers,  in  the  manner  now  provided  for  by  law,  and  the 
returns  of  such  elections  shall  be  made  out  in  the  same  manner, 
as  is  now  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth ; 
and  such  township  election  so  held  in  any  township  which  may 
be  divided  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  held  and  conducted  only  by 
the  judge,  inspectors,  and  clerks,  residing  in  the  district  where 
the  place  of  holding  the  township  election  is,  or  may  be  located, 
any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding :  Provided ,  That  when¬ 
ever  a  vacancy  happens  by  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  other¬ 
wise,  then  the  judge  or  inspector,  residing  in  the  township  and 
district  nearest  to  the  place  of  holding  the  township  election, 
shall  hold  and  conduct  the  same. 

Section.  28.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  and  inspectors 
holding  and  conducting  such  township  election,  to  keep  as  many 
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separate  boxes,  and  separate  lists  of  voters  for  judges  and  in-  To  keep se- 
spectors  of  elections,  as  there  are  election  districts,  or  parts  °f  of  voters tS 
election  districts,  in  such  township  respectively,  in  which  they  0 
shall  deposite  the  votes  of  the  citizens  residing  within  the  limits 
of  such  districts,  or  parts  of  districts,  for  judges  and  inspectors 
of  the  general  elections,  in  their  particular  districts,  and  the  re¬ 
turns  thereof  shall  be  made  out  and  certified  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  second  July,  Anno  Domini,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  entitled  “  an  act  relating 
to  the  elections  of  this  Commonwealth and  in  cases  where 
part  only  of  the  township  forms,  in  connexion  with  other  parts 
of  other  townships,  a  general  election  district,  the  judge  holding 
such  township  election  shall  meet  the  judge  or  judges  from  the 
other  township  or  townships  forming  part  of  such  general  elec-  . 
tion  district,  at  the  place  of  holding  the  general  election,  and  the  of 

said  judges  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to  make  out  a  general 
return  from  their  respective  returns,  which  shall  be  signed,  cer¬ 
tified,  and  returned  with  their  several  returns,  in  like  manner  as 
is  now  provided  for  by  law. 

Approved — March  7,  1840. 


EXTRACT  FROM 

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT  to  an  act  entitled  “  An  act  providing 
for  the  election  of  Aldermen  and  Justices  of  the  Peace,  passed  twenty -first 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  3.  The  inspectors,  judge,  and  clerks,  required  by 
law  to  hold  township  and  general  elections,  shall  take  and  sub¬ 
scribe  the  several  oaths  or  affirmations  required  by  the  nine-  Qath  of  in- 
teenth,  twentieth,  and  twenty-first  sections  of  the  act  of  the  spectors  &c 
second  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty -nine, 
entitled  “  An  Act  relating  to  the  elections  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth,’5  which  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be  prepared  and 
administered  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  eighteenth  and 
twenty-second  sections  of  said  act ;  and  in  addition  to  the 
power  conferred  by  the  eighteenth  section  of  said  act,  the  judge, 
or  either  of  the  inspectors,  shall  have  power  to  administer  the 
oaths  prescribed  by  said  act,  to  any  clerk  of  a  general,  special, 
or  township  election;  and  the  ninth  section  of  the  act,  to  which 
this  is  a  further  supplement,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  11.  That  the  assessors  elected  in  the  several  elec¬ 
tion  districts,  on  the  Friday  next  preceding  the  second  Tuesday 
of  October  last,  past,  under  the  provisions  of  the  twelfth  section 
of  the  act  relating  to  the  elections  of  this  Commonwealth, 
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passed  the  second  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-nine,  shall  continue  in  office,  and  perform  all  the  duties 
appertaining  thereto,  until  the  time  fixed  for  the  election  of 
assessors  and  assistant  assessors,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  except  where  elections  shall  have 
taken  place  for  such  officers,  at  the  constables’  elections  next 
preceding  the  passage  of  this  act ;  and  in  such  last  described 
case,  the  said  elections  are  hereby  declared  valid  and  effectual, 
where  they  have  conformed  in  other  respects  to  the  provisions 
of  the  existing  laws ;  and  the  terms  of  office  of  the  said  first 
mentioned  assessors,  shall  be  construed  to  expire  on  the  Friday 
next  preceding  the  day  of  the  general  election,  of  the  present 
year,  when  the  assessors  and  assistant  assessors,  so  elected  as 
aforesaid,  shall  enter  upon  the  performance  of  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices.

EXTRACT 

From  an  ACT  relating  to  Executions,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  4.  That  the  thirteenth  section  of  the  act,  passed 
July  2,  1839,  entitled  “  An  Act  relating  to  the  elections  of  this 
Commonwealth,”  shall  not  be  so  construed,  as  to  prevent  any 
militia  officer,  or  borough  officer,  from  serving  as  judge,  in¬ 
spector,  or  clerk,  at  any  general  or  special  election  in  this  Com¬ 
monwealth.
